LONDON, July 4—(CP) — For 
three weeks after Britain's general 
election July 5 the results will not 
be known, 

The verdict of the electors will 
be announced July 26, after the 
votes ef servicemen overseas have 
een received in Britain and 
counted, 

Service men and women, mer- 
chant seamen and war workers 
abroad may vote by direct mail 
ballot or by proxy. 

While most voters will go to 
the polls tomorrow, about 20 con- 
stituencies in Northern England 
and Scotland will vote July 12 
and half of one constituency will 
vote July 19. This is because of 
the “Wakes Week” holidays this 
week, which mean that many 
people will be away from their 
constituencies tomorrow, 

Reuters News Agency said it 
was possible the result would be 
announced in one comprehensive 
statement on July 26, as vote coun}-

Canadian-Manned Carrier 
Nabob Survives Torpedoing 


OTTAWA, July 3.—(CP)—The Navy last night an- 
nounced the torpedoing of the Canadian-manned aircraft 
carrier HMS Nabob off Norway’s North Cape last August and 
told how she limped 1,100 miles across sub-infested seas to 
a British port, heavily damaged but still afloat.

Bodies of eight Canadian ratings 
were recovered and later buried at 
Douglas Bank cemetery, Dunferm- 
line, Fife, Scotland. Three other 
men were listed as missing and pre- 
sumed killed in action. 


GALLANT ACTION 

The navy release disclosed that 
the Royal Navy destroyer escort 
vessel HMS Bickerton took a sec- 
ond torpedo intended for the Nabob 
and later had to be sunk by an- 
other British naval vessel. 

Down 16 feet by the stern, the 
Nabob transferred some 200 non- 
essential ratings to a destroyer 
and her crew cut away her five- 


inch guns to lighten her. Bombs | 


and mines were moved forward 
or jettisioned and shipwright 
parties worked in her bowels, 
shoring up sagging bulkheads 
while she crept toward the Brit- 
ish coast. 

The U-boat trailea ner and she 
had to send up her planes to drive 
it off. On the third day of the five- 
day trip a 33-knot gale hit -her and 
she groaned under the pounding 
but came through still floating. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 


Units of the British home fleet, 
with which Nabob was operating, 
had withdrawn to the west and the 
carrier was preparing to fuel a 
number of escort vessels when the 
U-boat fired the torpedo that 
caught her on the starboard side. 

Lt.-Cmdr. Walter Gilhooly, Navy 
public relations officer who was 
aboard Nabob, said the explosion 
was terrific and shook the 9,000- 
ton carrier from stem to stern. 
She listed and settied 16 feet of 
the stern, causing her command- 

ing officer, Capt. H. N. Lay of 

Walkerton, Ont. to order pre- 
parations to abandon ship. 


Seven minutes later, as many of 
Nabob’s crewmen scurried up 
through hatches to her deck from 
below, there was another explosion. 
This time it was the Bickerton, a 
half-mile off Nabob’s starboard 
bow. Nabob’s listening devices 
warned of the approach of a third 
torpedo, but this missed the ship. 


FURIOUS ACTIVITY 


Below decks in the carrier there 
was furious activity as damage con- 
trol parties closed hatches and 
doors, sealing off compartments of 
the ship. In the blackness of the 
canteen wounded men were placed 
on stretchers.

the dangerous bowels of the car- 
rier, shoring up bulkheads. Three

@ ecreen around Nabob and four 
hours later she was slowly making 
way. 


TAKE OFF SURVIVORS 


HMS Kempthorne took survivors 
off the torpedoed Bickerion and 
closed with Nabob to remove Fleet 
Air Arm personnel except for offi- 
cers. The Canadian destroyer Al- 
gonquin and a British destroyer, 
HMS Vigiland, arrived on the 
scene. The latter, on orders from 
the commander in chief of the 
home fleet, Sir Harry Moore, sent 
a killing torpedo into the Bickerton 
and the frigate rolled on her star- 
board side and went down by the 
stern,

The statement said, however, 
that every effort is being made

In June a “chance came to send 
home 30,000 men, which offer was 
instantly accepted. Although the 
fast repatriation of this number of 
men dislocated the railway systems, 
the troops got home. It meant com- 
plete reorganization of train sched- 
ules, but the railways co-operated 
magnificently and there were no 
delays.” 

DISCARD IDEA 

Canada had studied but given up 
the possibility of converting cargo 
ships to troop carriers or buying 
troop carriers from the United 
States. The first was discarded be- 
cause it would create a tremendous 
loss of shipping—a million tons a 
year—needed to send food and sup- 
plies to liberated Europe. As for 
the second the United States was 
unable to sell ships because of 
their own requirements. 

The tremendous problem of re- 
patriation had been under discus- 
sion between the governments 
concerned for 10 months—ever 
since the Quebec conference, 
when Canada’s representations 
were made to the combined chiefs 
of staff, the statement said. At 
that time Canada maintained that 
a minimum of 150,000 men must 
be returned in the six months 
following V-E day and thereafter 
30,000 a@ month until all eligible 
personnel were home. 

After prolonged negotiation Can- 
ada was offered repatriation of 126,- 
000 men from July 1 to the end of 
1945,

Commissioner Hodgson brings word

This will give comfort to those who 
have objected to temporary dwellings, 
without basements, as unfit for the habi- 
tation of servicemen who deserve better 
homes. However, as the commissioner 
points out, this fuller equipment may raise 
the rental value of these houses above the 
capacity of the average serviceman 

There are two points to be stressed 
with regard to this announcement. 

The first is that there is no reason why 
the rental values of these permanent 
houses should be prohibitive if action is 
taken to place a reasonable ceiling on them, 
so far, at least, as servicemen are con- 
cerned. 

The second point is that this conces- 
sion, valuable though it is, does nothing 
towards increasing the number of houses 
available for rent in Edmonton. Stepping 
up the quality does not step up the quan- 
tity. And it is quantity that is the prime 
consideration of this community at the 
present moment. 

If something drastic and immediate is 
not done with regard to the general hous- 
ing situation, hundreds of Edmonton fam- 
ilies, service and civilian, are going to be 
without homes next winter. 

Housing is Canada’s number one prob- 
lem at the present time. It deserves num- 
ber one consideration

Regulating the Pendulum 


The British electorate goes to the polls 
tomorrow, July 5, to determine the nature 
of the post-war government of the United 
Kingdom. It is a vital election because the 
tendencies displayed by the results may 
have an important effect upon political 
trends on the European continent where 
political philosophies are still in a state of 
flux. 

For instance, should Britain evince a 
marked turn towards state socialism, as 
propagated by the Labor Party, distinct 
encouragement may be given to a leftist 
Swing, in varying degrees, throughout all 
Europe. On the other hand, should social- 
ism be strongly repudiated tomorrow, 
the European leftist movement, regarded 
with some concern on this continent, will 
doubtless receive a check. 

The personal fortunes of Mr. Churchill 
in this election are also of deep interest to 
the Canadian people. It is recognized in 
almost every part of the allied world that 
his services to civilization during the war 
years have been immeasurable, One con- 
templates his possible retirement from the 
premiership, then, as something in the 
nature of a world calamity. 

And it is true that Mr. Churchill's capa- 
city for inspiration and administration, 
plus his comprehensive program of social 
Security, are going to be intensely valu- 
able to Britain and to the world during the 
post-war period 

Nevertheless, so far as his personal 
career is concerned, it is conceivable that 
defeat at the polls would be the best Pos- 
sible thing that could happen to him. 

It is amazing that he has been able to 
steer Britain's ship of state through the 
whirlpoo! of total war without incurring 
more enmity than he has. For hostility 
against leaders in times of stress is an 
expression of human nature. It would be 
miraculous, therefore, if he were to stay 
at the helm both during the war and dur- 
ing post-war anxieties without experienc- 
ing @ vast revulsion of feeling against him 

If Mr. Churchil) should quit now, he 
will be one of the greatest figures in Brit- 
ish istory. If he should continue in public 
office during the vexatious period of re- 
construction, he may be discredited and 
forgotten as Lloyd George was forgotten.

morrow help to regulate the political pen- 
dulum of Europe.

It is announced in Ottawa that the 
Canadian United Allied Relief Fund has 
been given permission to conduct a nation- 
wide clothing collection for shipment to 
Allied countries. Canadians, it is pointed 
out, are expected to give only such service- 
able used clothing as can be spared from 
their wardrobes without replacement. 
Since this campaign is to be carried 
out nationally by the United Fund, loca! 
drives should be directed by united com- 
mittees and not committees which hitherto 
have directed drives for single countries. 
In Edmonton, for instance, there are 
atill committees or vestiges of committees 
devoted to welfare appeals for Poland, 
France, Russia, China, and the various 
other Allied countries. 1t would be far bet- 
ter, in this community at any rate, if these 
were united into a single unit making a 
Gingle appeal in place of the multiplicity of 
made heretofore in behalf of 
Bauonalities. 


other words, the principle of unity 


which has been applied nationally should 
also be applied locally. 

This principle has worked out well in 
the case of the community chest and, in- 
deed, in every other type of appeal to the 
public. 

The used clothing campaign will suffer 
if it is permitted that the public be con- 
fused and the energies of devoted cam- 
paigners dissipated by divided and itiner- 
ant appeals instead e a single one. 


New Policies 


The chief Canadian interest in the ap- 
pointment by President Truman of James 
F, Byrnes as United States secretary of 
state lies in the possibility of an ensuing 
change of policy in the department af- 
fected. 

Already some Canadian observers have 
begun to look with ominous foreboding at 
the disappearance of Mr. Stettinius from 
this post. They say that when Mr, Stettin- 
ius was appointed by the late President 
Roosevelt the higher positions in the de- 
partment were remanned and it was em- 
phasized that this Stettinius team would 
carry through the Roosevelt policies. 

There is some apprehension that the 
removal of Mr. Stettinius and the break- 
ing up of this team may forecast some 
amendment to the world plans of the late 
president. 

There would seem to be few substantial 
grounds for this view. The appointment 
of Mr. Byrnes brings into the immediate 
presidential succession a figure of wide 
political and administrative experience. 
For even those who applauded Mr. Stettin- 
jus most generously have admitted that 
his public career up to the present has not 
fitted him to step with ease into that na- 
tional leadership which, as has already 
happened this vear, might conceivably be 
left vacant by another sudden death. 

There is the further fact that Mr. 
Byrnes worked in the closest co-operation 
and harmony with the late president, so 
much 80 that his official title was “assist- 
ant president”. 

It is hard to believe that a man so close 
to Mr. Roosevelt could possibly evolve 
policies which would bring to an end or 
even impair the cordial relationships be- 
tween Canada and the United States. 

There seems no reason at all to expect 
that these apprehensions should be justi- 
fied.

British Navy 
Releases story 
Of ‘kites 


By JOHN DAUPHINEE 

LONDON, July 4—‘CP)—The 
Royal Navy's submarines have 
turned in full strength to the 
Pacific theatre and the silent ad- 
miralty at last has rounded into a 
64-page booklet the story of their 
big share in immobilizing enemy 
shipping end speeding the end 
of the war against Germany and 
Italy. 


It is a gripping record, this sum- 
mary of submarine activity from 
the time the Ursula fired the first 
torpedo of the war against a Ger- 
man U-boat in the North Sea until 


| the end of 1944 when British sub- 
marines began to concentrate in far 
eastern waters. 


There are stories of great daring, 
like that of H.M. submarine Torbay 
which remained 17 hours inside 
Corfu roads, an enemy harbor in 
the eastern Mediterranean, and 


then in full daylight torpedoed two 
supply ships and got away. 


NARROW ESCAPE 

There are stories of miraculous 
| escapes during enemy attacks, like 
| the time Triumph was counter-at- 
tacked by screening destroyers 
after severely damaging an Italian 
|eruiser and the crew gave up 
}counting the depth-charges after 
| 200 had shaken their craft 

There are stories of British 
losses, like that of Uphoider, now 
a legend in the submarine ser- 
vice, which during one sortie 
sank the 19,500-ton Neptunia and 
Oceania as those Italian ships 
tried to rush reinforcements to 
North Africa. 

And there are stories with a light 
touch, like the one about HMS 
Turbulent’s faulty torpedo which 
widely missed its target, sped in a 
circle just missing the submarine 
on its return, and then straightened 
its course to run smack into a 
nearby enemy destroyer 

Prepared by the Ministry of In- 
formation and published by the 
government printing office (price 
9d), “His Majesty’s Submarines” is 
the first documented record of the 
RN's underseas war.

He expressed the gratitude of 
the British people for the Canad- 
lan eggs received at 2 time when 
they were realiv feeling the pinch 
and he told how a shipment of 
Canadian egos was inciuded in 
the food which wes convoyed to 
Malta during the seige there and 
said they were literally lifesavers. 

“As far as the food situation goes 
fn Britain and Europe the war is 
mot over by any means and the 
British ministry of foods is more 
interested in getting Canadian eggs 
than at any time during the war’
